The news of Dr. Sun Yat Sen's elec­ 
tion to the presidency by the delegates 
of the eighteen 
provinces of China 
proper at their conference at Nankin 
spread with 
extraordinary

Shanghai. 
Crowds made their way to the liouse 
in the French concession in which he 
has resided since his arrival. When 
he appeared he was greeted with an 
enthusiastic ovation.

CREATE WEALTH FOR RACE 


Jerusalem Artichoke It Most Valuable 
of All Economic Plants—The Beet 
Ranks Second, With Corn In 
Third 
Place — Potato 
Comes Fourth. 


Some 
interesting 
statistics 
have 
been gathered by Professor Strakosch 
of Vienna as the result of his exhaust­ 
ive study of plants from a new point 
of view. Taking those species which 
are of economic importance—that is 
to say, the vegetables, cereals, etc., 
which are of value to the human race 
—Starkosch has assembled them, so 
•to speak, in his agricultural labora­ 
tory and determined with definite ac­ 
curacy their efficiency as workers for 
man. 


In other words he has considered 
them as If they were so many workers 
on the farm, ascertaining by a series 
of painstaking experiments just how 
much each one costs for its keep, and 
how much it produces. The object in 
each case has been to ilnd out how 
much In value it takes from the soil 
in order to accomplish the 
result 
This learned, it is easy enough to 
strike a balance, and to determine the 
amount of clear profit. 


All wealth comes originally from tho 
soil. The so-called economic plants are 
the workers that create wealth for the 
human race. By their efforts we are 
fed and supported. 
It Is of obvious 
importance, therefore, that we should 
know which of them are the most 
efficient and capable, producing the 
largest output, In terms of value, for 
the least expenditure. 


It appears from Strakosch's figures 
that the most efficient of all economic 
plants is the 
Jerusalem 
artichoke. 
This justly valued vegetable produces, 
on an acre of good land, about 7,127 
pounds of starch and other digestible 
substances. 
It takes from the soil, 
incidentally, $26 worth of 
material. 
But tho difference between consump­ 
tion and production, in terms of value, 
is $116. 


One might imagine that the potato 
would bo away up at the head of the 
list, but It is not so. 
The beet comes 
next, with an output of 6,384 pounds 
of digestible substances to the acre, 


tho soil, and yielding a clear balance 
og $112. Third In order is corn, which 
produces 4,562 pounds of digestible 
substances, consuming $17 worth of 
material, and giving a balance on the 
credit side of $108 for the acre. 


These, then, are the three most 
efficient economic 
plants—the 
beat 
workers for man. The potato is fourth 
on tho list 
Taking $4 worth of ma- 
terial out of the soil for each acre 
planted, it yields 4,449 pounds of di­ 
gestible substances (nearly alls tarch), 
and showa a balance of $72 on the 
credit side. 
Rice gives 2,254 pounds, 
taking $5 worth from the land, and al­ 
lows a balance of $45. 


Peas produce 1,864 pounds, draw­ 
ing on the bank to the extent of $2, 
and give the farmer a clear $40 to tho 
acre. Carrots yield 4,198 pounds, with 
an expenditure of $17 worth of plant 
food, and show a margin of $61 to the 
good. 
Eye affords an output of 1,824 
pounds of nutrients at a cost of $10 
to the soil and furnishes a profit of 
$26. 
A crop of crimson clover with­ 
draws from the land hardly more than 
one-twentieth of the quantity of valu­ 
able material consumed by timothy. 


The greatest of all starch producers 
is the Jerusalem artichoke, which in 
this respect is away ahead of the po­ 
tato. 
For each acre of land it yields 
a greater quantity of nutrients than 
the potato by considerably more than 
one-third.

Ten years ago the 
production 
of 
Portland cement for tho 
first time 
passed 
the 
10,000,000-barrel 
mark, 
showing an increase of 2,600 per cent, 
over tho production of ten years prev 
ious, and the giant strides that had 
been made in the industry were wide­ 
ly remarked. 
Even this production 
was small compared with that of the 
present day. 
In 1910, according to 
the report on cement by Erhest F. 
Burchard of the United States geo­ 
logical survey, the production of Port 
land cement reached the enormous to­ 
tal of 76,549,951 barrels, with a value 
of $68,205,800. 


This is equivalent to 12,986,152 long 
tons, valued at $5.25 a ton. It is an in 
crease over the output for 1909 of 11, 
558,520 barrels, or nearly 18 per cent., 
and an increase in value of $15,347,- 
446, or more than 29 per cent This 
increase alone is greater than the to­ 
tal output of Portland cement in 1900. 
In addition to Portland cement there 
was also produced last year 1,139,239 
barrels of natural cement and 95,951 
barrels of puzzolan cement, a total of 
77,785,141 barrels. 


The price of Portland cement in 1910 
was as low as 73 cents 
a barrel in 
some places, 
the average 
for 
the 
United States being 89.1 cents a bar 
rel. 
In 1890 the average price was 
over $2 a barrel, and as late as 1903 it 
was $1.24 a barrel. 


Mr. Burchard remarks that meas 
ured by the capital invested the ce­ 
m ent industry is one of the world's 
three great extractive industries. 
In 
capital employed it apparently far out­ 
ranks the gold mining Industry of the 
United States, including 
Alaska, as 
well as the copper industry. 
Only 
coal and iron stand ahead of it. 


The principal constituent of Port­ 
land cement is limestone, and Mr. Bur- 
chard's report summarizes the most 
important limestone formations in all 
the states. The greatest of these are 
found in the eastern 
half 
of 
the 
United States, where there are enor­ 
mous limestone deposits. 


That the manufactuer of cement is 
an American industry is shown -by 
the fact that while our production last 
year was over 75,000,000 barrels, our 
imports were only 306,863 barrels. Our 
exports were 2,475,957 barrels. 


American Shipyards Lead. 


Advices received at the state de­ 
partment Indicate a very gratifying de­ 
gree of enthusiasm displayed on the 
part of Admiral Domecq Garcia of the 
Argentine navy, over the excellence 
of American shipyards. 
Admiral Gar­ 
cia was recently in this 
country in 
command of the Argentine naval com­ 
mission supervising 
the 
battleships 
now under construction here, and on 
his return home was extensively inter­ 
viewed. 
He declared that the Riva- 
davla and Moreno, which are 
being 
built in the United States, would be 
models not only in power, but also in 
detail of construction, and instanced 
the Delaware, of American construc­ 
tion, which was the wonder of 
the 
coronation festivities at Spithead. He 
stated that American 
yards 
coming 
under his observation are not only 
equal to, but in many points surpass, 
the most renowned yards of Europe. 
Admiral Garcia had ample opportunity 
to make the comparison, as prior to 
his coming to America he was head 
of the naval commission of the Argen­ 
tine Republic in London, and made a 
close study of European methods.— 
Army and Navy Journal.

The arrest by Vnited States Feder 
al authorities of Gen. Bernardo Reyes 
a former member of the Diaz regime 
in Mexico, on the charge of violating 
the neutrality laws 
of 
the 
United 
States has brought prominently be* 
fore the public the efforts which ar< 
being made by Mexican refugees in 
this country to precipitate civil wai 
across the border. Ever since Gen. 
and President Madero succeeded in 
ridding Mexico of Diaz and ending the 
close corporation which stood around 
him and which had been exploiting 
the country for its own interests there 
has been a conspiracy on foot to oust 
Madero and restore the old Diaz 
regime to power. 


The center of this conspiracy ap­ 
parently has been in El Paso, Tex., 
while another junta was established 
in San Antonio, where Gen. 
Reyes 
had taken up his quarters and where 
he was placed under arrest. Soldier» 
of fortune gathered in these places, 
dynamite in large quantities was purchased and stores of arms and ammuni­ 
tion accumulated. It has been a well-known fact that a plot against Madero 
has been brewing and. that an attack upon Juarez was contemplated. 


The arrest of Gen. Reyes, who, however, asserts that he is not concerned 
in the movement, has aroused the Mexican government and troops are being 
massed to deal with the revolution should it break out. W hat Mexico chiefly 
needs is rest and it will be the aim of the United States to head off any rev­ 
olution which seeks to establish a base on American soil.

M O VER IN A NEW S H IP LINE 


As a result of H. G. Haugan’s trip 
to Norway last summer, from which 
he returned to Chicago recently, the 
first steamship company to run a line 
of ships between Norway 
and 
the 
United States was organized. 
At a 
banquet of ship owners in Christiania 
some time ago Mr. Haugan showed so 
plainly the profits that could be made 
by such a steamship line as the Nor- 
wegian-American Steamship company, 
with a capital of $2,700,000, was organ­ 
ized. 


Mr, Haugan’» 
family always has 
been active in Norwegian affairs. His 
brother, H. A. Haughan, former presi­ 
dent of the State Bank of Chicago, was 
made a knight of the Order of St. Olaf, 
the highest order of Knighthood in 
Norway, shortly before his death in 
1909. 


The formation of a shipping com­ 
pany to take care of the trade 
be­ 
tween the Scandinavian countries and 
the United States without the vexa­ 
tious transshipping at an English or German port had been under considera­ 
tion for a long time. It needed only the indorsement of Mr. Haugan, whose 
experience as a railroad official gave his opinion weigh, to make the company 
a fact. 


Many of the foremost men in official circles in Norway are financially inter­ 
ested in the company. 
The prime minister of the kingdom, Gunnar Knudsen, 
and Christian Michaelsen, ex-prime minister, are among the largest stock 
owners. 


Mr. Haugan, while not nominally in control, has consented to take charge 
of the affairs of the new steamship line in this country, and will devote his 
time largely to this. 


LATE D O M IN ICA N P R E SID E N T 


The assassination of President Ra­ 
mon Caceres of the Dominican Re­ 
public by political malcontents 
in 
San Domingo city as he was leaving 
the house of a friend Where he had 
made a call, is the climax to a series 
of political tragedies with which he 
had been intimately connected. 
The 
first of these occurred in 1884, when 
Caceres' father was put to death by 
the order of President Heureaux be­ 
cause of his supposed sympathy with 
political dissenters. 


Caceres, then a boy of ten, vowed 
vengeance. His father left a large 
estate and, with unlimited means at 
his disposal, young Caceres came to 
the United States, where he attended 
and graduated from the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, at Troy, N. Y. 
Here he met and married Lillian, the 
adopted daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
James Hakes, of that city. Upon the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Hakes, a few 
years later, Mrs. Caceres converted 
the property left by her parents into cash apd accompanied her husband to 
Santo Domingo. 


The political career of Caceres began when he avenged the death of his 
father by assassinating President Heureaux on July 28, 1899. 
He was a 
partisan of Gen. Jimenez and by killing Heureaux made it possible for Jim­ 
enez to obtain the presidency. Later Caceres became vice-president under 
President Morales and in 1905, when Morales fled the country, Caceres was 
installed in the i^residency. 
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P R E S E N T VICEROY OF INDIA 


Lord Hardinge, the present viceroy f 
of India, being the direct representa­ 
tive of the crown in the eastern em­ 
pire, 
■with his 
young and charm­ 
ing wife, took rank next to their ma­ 
jesties in the splendid ceremonies and 
festivities which graced the corona­ 
tion celebration at the Delhi Durbar, 


The whole of his active career has 
been spent in the diplomatic service. 
He was born in 1859, became a for­ 
eign office clerk in 1880, and three 
years afterward was appointed third 
secretary at Madrid. He served five 
years in St. Petersburg, 
to 
which 
court he was appointed in 1885. Aft­ 
er two years at Constantinople, he 
was for a time charge d’affaires at 
Bucharest. He saw further service 
Cairo and Zanzibar, and was min­ 
er at Teheran from 1900 to 1905. 
•om Teheran he went to Brussels, 
d from there was appointed viceroy 
succession to the Earl of Minto. 
He went to India with the prestige 
a great name, being a descendant of a former governor general under 
«t India company, who was rewarded by a viscounty and a handsome 
'a fo r most distinguished service« is th e Great Sikh war.

Tribunals Where Employers and 
Workingmen Are Judges-—Jur­ 
isdiction Over Contracts. 


SYSTEM HAS PROVED VALUE 


Disputes 
Quickly 
Decided 
by 
This 
Method—Cost of Bringing Suits Is 
Kept to a Minimum In Every 
Way That Can Be 
Devised. 


A study of the 
industrial 
courts 
of 
France, 
Germany, 
Switzerland, 
by Helen U Sumner, 
Ph. * D., 
is 
& feature of 
Bulletin 
08, 
Bureau 
of Labor, Department of 
Commerce 
and Labor. 
Such courts, although un­ 
used in 
English-speaking 
countries, 
are common on 
the 
Continent 
of 
Iturope. 
They are designed to meet 
the needs of workingmen who fre­ 
quently. feel that in their relations with 
their employers they are the victims 
of small injustices and 
impositions, 
none of them individually, 
perhaps, 
worth the trouble and expense of an 
ordinary juit at law, but in the aggre­ 
gate causing much bitterness uud un­ 
rest. 


To meet the 
situation 
industrial 
courts are made easy of approach, pro­ 
ceedings are swift and informal, fees 
and expenses are reduced to a mini­ 
mum, a lawyer's services are unneces­ 
sary and in somo cases even forbidden, 
and a persistent effort is made 
to 
bring the contestants to an agreement 
rather than to impose upon them a for­ 
mal decision. Their Jurisdiction is lim­ 
ited to cases between employers and 
Workingmen arising out of their labor 
ton tract. 


In general the courts 
consist 
of 
judges Who are themselves employers 
and wotkingmen, elected in each case 
by their own class. 
In France half 
, Jhe Judges are employers 
and 
half 
» workingmen; in case of a deadlock a 
justice of the peace may bo called up­ 
on to give the deciding vote, but this 
♦. is very rarely necessary. 
* 
An important feature of the Indus­ 
trial courts is their rapidity of action. 
,The French law provides penalties for 
judges who fail to settle a case within 
.four months. 
As a rule 
cases 
are 
brought to an end within two weeks 
at the most, the majority being set­ 
tled at the first hearing. 
In Germany 
in JDOS only 267 cases 
lasted 
three 
months or over, and the overwhelming 
majority were concluded In Jess than 
two weeks. 
In Switzerland there is 
the same insistence upon speed. 
In 
Zurich in 1900 there were 941 disputes 
settled without judgement, of which 
7C8 were concluded in less than eight 
days 
after 
the 
complaint 
was 
brought. 
In 112 cases judgment wras 
given, and more than half of these 
were ended in less than 14 days. 


The cost of bringing a suit before 
these courts is very slight. 
Parties 
usually argue their own cases and a 
lawyer’s services are never necessary. 
Court fees are very small. 
In France 
none are paid if the amount in dispute 
is less than 20 francs ($3.86). 
In Ger­ 
many no fees are charged if the par­ 
ties reach a voluntary agreement; if a 
judgment is given, fees are graded ac­ 
cording to the amount involved. 
In 
disputes over amounts less than 100 
marks ($23 80), rees range from 1 to 
3 marks (23.8 to 71.4 cents).

EXPENDING THE SAME ENERGY 


Proof That the Typewriter Operator 
and the Coalheaver Exert Equal 
Amount of Force. 


It does not appear to many that the 
girl operating a typewriter does heavy 
physical labor when compared with 
the coalheaver who Js shoveling con­ 
stantly, but this is one of the many 
instances in which superficial appear­ 
ances are deceptive, as a comparison 
of the force expended by the two will 
show. 


The heaver may be credited with 
handling one ton of coal an hour, or 
eight tons a day, plus the weight of 
his shovel. 
Adding tho shovel to his 
17,920 pounds of coal, he expends 
about 20.000 pounds of energy. 


For each key strtfck on the 
type­ 
writer there is 
an 
expenditure 
of 
something over three ounces of en­ 
ergy, or, say one pound to the average 
word. 
A fair operator will average 
1,500 words an 
hour, 
or, 
in eight 
hours, 12,000 words—12,000 pounds of 
energy. 
To throw over the carriage 
for each new line requires on an aver­ 
age three pounds of force. 
Twelve 
thousand words will make a 
thou­ 
sand lines, so there are 3,000 pounds 
of energy to be added to the 12,000, 
making 15,000 pounds of energy ex­ 
pended—which contpares pretty well 
with the stoker’s 20,000, all things con­ 
sidered. 
A really fast operator would 
push the expenditure of energy up to 
25,000 pounds, or more. 
Under these 
circumstances it can plainly be seen 
that the person who is sitting down 
all day expends Just about as much 
energy as the hard working laborer in 
performing ^hi3 or her daily work, for 
| it is said that figures will not He.

DON’T ALWAYS “TALK TIRED" 


Exercise of a Little Mental Discipline 
Will Do Much to Correct a 
Fancied III.

Why do not more corporations, es­ 
pecially public service corporations, 
adopt the great economies that lie in 
the "tear-off-this-stub” system of re­ 
ceipting bills? 


The principle of this business re­ 
form is that “the check is the 
re­ 
ceipt;“ therefore, both parties might 
as well use it as a receipt and save 
trouble and expense. 
The way this 
is done is to have a stub on every 
bill, which may be torn off and sent 
back to the home office accompanied 
by the check. 
The bill itself may be 
inscribed by 
the 
payee 
with 
the 
check number and filed away. 
This 
gives an itemized record of his 
ac­ 
count, while the canceled voucher is 
his receipt 


This is the payer's side of it. 
He 
“cleans up“ the payment of his bill in 
a single transaction. 
-He does not 
have to check up to see whether the 
receipted bill is returned to him, as 
of old. 
The whole affair is ended. 


On the side of the payee the advan­ 
tage would seem to be greater. 
Ap­ 
parently it is a little matter to send 
out receipted bills. 
But when a cor* 
poration has 250,000 or 450,000 custom­ 
ers, who have to have bills 
every 
month, the cutting out of every gen­ 
eral expense means a tremendous sav­ 
ing. 


For the expense of a letter Is not, 
as we commonly think, simply that of 
a two-cent stamp. 
One 
large 
cor­ 
poration recently figured that its let­ 
ters, 
Including 
stenographer’s 
sal­ 
ary, cost it 25 cents apiece. 
Even 
this rate is said to be low. 
A “di­ 
vision" headquarters where the cor­ 
respondence was not so heavy figured 
the rate at one dollar. 


Of course the “stub“ system could 
not be made 
compulsory. 
Possibly 
many corporations could not use it at 
all, owing to the uniform use of cash 
payments among Its customers. 
It 
can only apply to accounts paid 
by 
check. 


But even its uncorapuisory and par­ 
tial introduction might be well worth 
while. One public service corporation 
in New York which suggested it to its 
check-using patrons found 
that 
70,- 
000 patrons took advantage of it. At 
two cents per letter saved this would 


When there are several slices of 
fresh bread left from a meal, it is 
often wiser to make, them into sand­ 
wiches at once and serve them the 
same day than put them in the bread 
box and overlook them 
until 
dry. 
Sandwiches will keep fresh and pal­ 
atable if put into a dish and covered 
with a damp cloth, and a plate to keep 
in the fnoisture.

egg yolk; season with salt, pepper and 
a little lemon Juice. 


Cheese Sandwiches.—Equal quanti­ 
ties of grated 
cheese 
and 
butter 
creamed together. 
Spread on bread 
and sprinkle with minced water cress. 


Mix.together chopped nuts, and rais­ 
ins and a little lemon 
Juice. 
Heat 
through, let cool and spread on gra­ 
ham crackers. 
Press together lightly 
and put into a moderate oven to crisp. 


Orange marmalade makes nice fill­ 
ing for sandwiches. 


Cream cheese and chopped cherries 
is another good filling. 


to ice cream when partly frosen, or 
poured over it as & sauce when it 1« 
served. 


A small amount of fruit may be 
stirred into muffins or small cakes be­ 
fore baking. 
Often fresh fruit, If a 
small quantity, is allowed to spoil be­ 
cause there 
ia 
not 
enough to 
go 
around. 
Two or more kinds may be 
mixed together very acceptably as a 
salad or fruit to serve as a dessert 
with cake. 


Fruit Whip.—Put a little crushed 
sweetened fruit in lemonade glasses, 
fill up with sweetened whipped cream 
and serve as an evening dessert with 
light cakes. 


Emergency Salad.—Cut a few bit* 
of cheese into neat cubes; chop six or 
eight olives. 
Break a few English 
walnut meats in pieces, a few grapes, 
seeds and skins removed; a banana 
and orange, a sour pickle cut In thin 
slices. Mix all together and fill apple 
cups. 
Cut the stem end off carefully, 
scoop out the pulp and fill with the 
salad after mixing with mayonnaise 
dressing. 
Put on the lid and serve 
on a paper doiley covered plate. 


Lemon Cups for Dressings or Cock­ 
tails.—When making lemonade save 
the best halves by putting them into 
cold water. 
In this way they will 
keep for several days, and are nice 
to use for hard sauce receptacles or 
cocktails or fish sauces; any number 
of ways may be thought of to use 
them. 


Lemons may be prepared^nto lemon 
sirup and kept indefinitely and are al­ 
ways ready for a quick, cold drink. 
To a cup of water add a half cup of 
sugar and a cup of lemon Juice; boil 
for ten minutes and bottle for use. 
Keep in a cool place.

Shade Trees, Shrubs, 
Hedges and 


Flewera to Be Planted in Grounds 
of County Home. 


Shade 
trees, 
ornamental 
shrubs, 
hedges and flowers, arranged by a 
landscape architect, are to beautify 
the grounds 
surrounding 
the 
new 
Jackson County Home, says the Kan­ 
sas City Star. 
The contract for the 
work calls for about fifty hard maple 
and elm trees, to be three or four 
inches in diameter at the time they 
are planted; six hundred shrubs, one 
hundred climbing roses and clematis 
vines, forty-one hundred hedge plants 
and several beds of peonies, cannas 
and phlox.

tem pt at decoration, These influences 
reach far, and tho school 
gardens 
stand virtually for a widespread so­ 
cial improvement.

windrows and cocks, and stacked and 
put in barns with as little handling 
as possible before the valuable leaves 
become too dry and brittle. 


The garden with a r&w of trees or 
some shrubbery along the north will 
be some days earlier in the spring but 
in dry countries this earliness may be 
paid for later. 
Trees along the edge 
of a garden are apt to sap the mois­ 
ture for a long distance on either side

When the Chinese 
want to commit suicide, one of theii 
favorito plans is to take half a cup oi 
salt.” 


"Common salt?" 
"Yes. In large quantities com m « 
^salt is a violent irritant. It sets up se­ 
vere inflammation of the stomach, and 
kills as surely as arsenic. 


“Saltpeter, that colors bacon 
and 
corned beef an attractive red, is 
a 
powerful poison. One ounce has killed 
a person in three hours. Many people 
have been poisoned by this salt. 


"You must know that your Christ­ 
mas pudding and the icing of youi 
wedding cake are incomplete unless 
flavored with bitter almonds. 
I -am 
not sure how many bitter almonds it 
takes to kill a man, but they contain 
a good deal of this prussic acid that 
you Object to. 


“Oxalic acid, with which foolish peo 
pie so often commit suicide, is the 
salt which gives rhubarb and sorrel 
their pleasant flavor. 
It Is a violent 
irritant and dreadfully painful poison 


“Need I tell you that caffeln, the ex 
Mlarating principle of coffee and tea, 
is a poison? 


“In nearly all our condiments we 
eat poison. The oils of nutmeg, cloveB 
black pepper, cinnamon, peppermint 
carraway, horseradish, 
thyme, 
etc.. 
are all poisonous in large doses. Blacli 
pepper contains a fiery, volatile oil 
capable of burning a hole In youi 
stomach, if it was not moved on, while 
its piperine is a sure poison. 
Cay­ 
enne pepper, or capsicum, is still more 
Irritant. 


“But, besides poisons which we take 
from choice, there are others which it 
is impossible to avoid 
swallowing in 
these days of complex feeding. Arsenic 
is a very common ingredient in beer. 
Jam, sweets, etc., made with glucose 
Fortunately, the liver acts more 01 
less as a filter and saves us from seri

catches Its subject as he or she may 
appear at the given moment. 
It may 
be an inopportune moment, the camera 
may be a poor one, there may be a 
fault in the plate, or the photographer 
may lack skill, but something of the 
true soul and character of the subject 
is bound to appear on the surface and 
to stand revealed to all who see it 
The truth may be somewhat quali­ 
fied by the fact that the average per­ 
son in front of the camera Is invari­ 
ably more or less self-conscious, but 
in general effect the dominant q u a li­ 
ties are at least partially revealed, so 
that in almost any photographic por­ 
trait one may seo strength of char­ 
acter, vanity, 
self-esteem, 
noblhfy. 
meanness, fussiness, unscrupulousuess 
or what not, as the case may be. 


When photographs are “reproduced” 
by half-tone process the essential facts 
of the physiognomy are sometimes ob­ 
scured, especially in tho hurried proc­ 
esses of newspaper portraiture.

Dr. Sun Yat Sen has been unani- 
mously eU^cted president of tho re- 
public of China by the rebel conference 
at Nankin. He will now draw up a 
cabinet. 
will now draw up a cabinet. 


For several years Sun Yat Sen has 
labored in America and Europe aiding 
the propaganda for reform in his na- 
tive land, and is credited with having 
bad a large 
part in organizing 
the 
present revolt. 


Immediately following the receipt of 
word from Nankin that he had been 
elected president of the republic. Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen gave out the following 
statement at Shanghai, with the re- 
quest that it be transmitted to his 
friends in the United States: 


consider it my duty to accept the 
presidency. My policy will be to se- 
cure peace and a stable government 
by the promptest 
methods possible. 
My single aim is to insure the peace 
and contentment of the millions of my 
fellow countrymen." 


The peaf#s conference at Shanghai 
decided on the calling of a national 
convention to decide the form of gov- 
ernment of China, whose decision shall 
be binding on both sides. The Manchu 
troops are meanwhile to evacuate their 
positions and the republicans to main- 
tain theirg. 


The news of Dr. Sun Yat Sen's elec- 
tion to the presidency by the delegates 
of the eight-^n 
provinces of China 
proper at their conference at Nankin 
spread 
with 
extraordinary 
rapidity 
among the 
population of 
Shanghai. 
Crowds made their way to the liouse 
in the French concession In which he 
has resided since his arrival. When 
he appeared he was greeted with an 
enthusiastic ovation. 


Members of the provisional cabinet, 
which was formed by Dr. Wu Ting 
Fang on Nov. 6, and delegates who 
were sent by both the imperialists and 
revolutionaries to the peace confer- 
ence, pass frequently along the streets 
on their way to President 
Sun Yat 
Sen's headquarters. 


Sun Yat Sen's election means that 
the peace 
conference 
between Wu 
Ting Fang and Tang Shao Yi is closed. 
The president will assume charge of 
all negotiations. The continuance of 
these negotiations with Yuan Shi Kal 
as the representative of the retiring 
Manchu royalty will depend entirely 
upon the immediate withdrawal of all 
the so-called imperial troops from all 
points of contact with the revolution- 
aries. Under these conditions the ar- 
mistice will be extended for ten days, 
to give President Sen time to issue the 
terms under which the Manchus must 
lay down their arms and to decide 
upon pensions and other preliminary 
detaHs. 


There is every reason for the belief 
extant that the country is incapable of 
maintaining a republic, and even now 
in the south the republicanists show 
extreme dissension and factionalism, 
thus indicating accurately the possi- 
bilities of ensuing chaos and leading 
surely sooner or later to foreign In- 
tervention and possibly to the partition 
of the empire.

Martin, who appears to be a nervou» 
wreck, said that he entered the store, 
struck the man over the head with a 
wrench, took the contents of tho cash 
drawer and fled. 


He said that he went to West Vlr- 
ginla and did not know that the man 
he assaulted was dead until he read 
it two weeks ago in a Washington 
newspaper. 
He saw also that some 
one else bad been arrested for the 
crime. 


The memory of his deed and the 
thought that an Innocent person would 
suffer for It drove him to a confes- 
sional, where he told his story to the 
priest. It was on the advice of the latp 
ter, Martin said, that he surrendered 
himself. 


Mji^m formerly lived at Cumbe^ 
land, Md. He has been in Baltimore 
only a few days, he said.

"Then," he said, "I began worrylnf, 
I could not rest; I could not sleep.

"I would rather be hanged or hare 
anything else done to me than to be 
tormented by my thoughts. The man 
I killed kept a cigar store on Seventli 
street, Washington, 
I went in there 
and asked him for money. He refused 
me and | struck him over the head 
with a monkey wrench. 
Then I ran 
away, 
I went to West Virginia and 
came here about 
three weeks ago 
from Berkeley Springs. 
I am a baker 
by trade and am not married. 


"Ever since I read that I had killed 
the maa I struck I have £.iien laces at 


niirht when ( was in bed. I can see tne 
picture of that cigar store."

GIRL DIES FOR HER MOTHER 


Father Kills Daughter and His Wife 


Escapes Injury. 


Bertha Reinan, aged fourteen years, 
stepped in front of a revolver in the 
hand of her step-father, George Bens, 
a salesman, in New York, and re- 
ceived in tbe temple two bullets that 
had been intended for her mother. 


The girl died in an ambulance half 
an hour later; the mother was unin- 
jured.

The New York wrecking tug, which 
came down the coast to give the Al- 
pha assistance, is lying half a mile 
seaward, unable to get to the vessel, 
and it may be necessary to dredge 
around her before she can be floated. 


The spectacle of the stranded ship 
has brought to the Boardwalk in the 
vicinity and vantage 
points on the 
beach thousands of visitors. 


The federal surfmen from the Atlan- 
tic City, Absecon and Brigantiue sta- 
tions stood by the steamer all night, 
ready to lescue Captain Leacli and 
.Mate Williams, who risked their lives 
10 remain aboard in tho storm, alter 
the I'rew cf nine had been taken to 
i?hoi .' by the life savers. 


Several times during tho night it ap- 
peared that the freighter was about to 
go to pieces, but hei iron hull with- 
stood the terrific 
i-ounding, and at 
daylight she was in practically the 
same condition as she was at mid- 
night. 


Where she now lies, the vessel Is 
within a «cant 300 yards of the spot 
where the Hrazeria, her sister ship, 
went to pieces last spring, after being 
pounded by heavy seas for two days. 
She is flanked on all sides by sand 
shoals, with the open sea a mile away, 
and the channel, her only means of 
egress, about 500 yards beyond to the 
north. 


It is hoped that by lightering the 
cargo, worth f>bout $30,000 in ship- 
ments frop' 
..iolphla, that the tugs, 
assisted by iederal 
guards, will be 
able to drag the big ship to safety, 
unless sre springs a serious leaic. 


Word was flashed to Now York to 
the steamer Goldsboro, another big 
freighter owned by the Atlantic City 
Transportation company, to put on all 
speed for her homo harbor. She is a 
powerful craft and will be a big aid 
to the other rescuers in pulling the 
Alpha from the treacherous shoals. 


Tho sea has gone down a little since 
the ship struck, but thero is still a 
good-sized sea, with a hard whack in 
every wave, pounding the 
steamer 
mercilessly. From the Boardwalk she 
can be seen to shudder and roll as th'^ 
combers pile against her. Every few 
minutes her decks appear to be fully 
awash. 


A flotilla of Inlet craft is assembled 
about her, leady to run in at high tide 
and salvage the cargo.

CREATE WEALTH FOR RACE 


Jerusalem Artichoke ft Most Valuable 
of All Economic Plants—The Beet 
Ranks Second^ With Corn In 
Third 
Place 
Potato 
Comes Fourth. 


Some 
interesting 
statiatlca 
have 
been gathered by Professor Strakosch 
of Vl<enna a^ the result of his exhaust- 
ive study of plants from a new point 
of view. 
Taking those species which 
are of econonjic importance—that is 
to say, the vegetables, cereals, etc.* 
which are of value to the human race 
—Starkosch has assembled them, so 
.to speak, in his agricultural labora- 
tory and determined with definite ac- 
curacy their efficiency as workers for 
man. 


In other words he has considered 
them as if they were so many workers 
on the farm, ascertaining by a series 
of painstaking experiments Just how 
much each one costs for its keep, and 
how much It produces» 
The object in 
each case has been to find out how 
much in value it takes from the soil 
In order to accomplish the 
result 
This learned, it is easy enough to 
strike a balance, and to determine the 
amount of clear profit. 


All wealth comes originally from tho 
soil. The so-called economic plants are 
the workers that create wealth for the 
human race. 
IBy their efforts we are 
fed and supported. 
It is of obvious 
importance, therefore, that we should 
know which of them are the most 
efficient and capable, producing the 
largest output, in terms of value, for 
the least expenditure. 


It appears from Strakosch's 
figures 
that the most efficient of all economic 
plants is the 
Jerusalem 
artichoke. 
This Justly valued vegetable produces, 
on an acre of good land, about 7,127 
pounds of starch and other digestible 
substances. 
It takes from the soil, 
incidentally, $26 worth of 
material. 
But the difference between consump- 
tion and production, in terms of value, 
Is $116. 


One might imagine that the potato 
would bo away up at the head of the 
list, but It is not so. 
The beet comes 
next, with an output of 6.384 pounds 
of digestible substances to the acre, 
taking $41 worth of material out of 


American Shipyards Lead. 


Advices received at the state 
de- 
partment Indicate a very gratifying de- 
gree of enthusiasm displayed on the 
part of Admiral Domecq Garcia of the 
Argentine navy, over the excellence 
of American shipyards. 
Admiral Gar- 
cia was recently in this 
country 
in 
command of the Argentine naval com- 
mission supervising 
the 
battleships 
now under construction here, and on 
his return home was extensively inter- 
viewed. 
He declared that the Riva- 
davia and Moreno, which are 
being 
built in the United States, would 
be 
models not only In power, but also in 
detail of construction, and instanced 
the Delaware, of American construc- 
tion, which was the wonder of 
the 
coronation iestivltles at Splthead. He 
stated that American 
yards 
coming 
under his observation are not only 
equal to, but in many points surpass, 
the most renowned yards of Europe, 
Admiral Garcia had ample opportunity 
to make the comparison, as prior to 
his coming to America he was head 
of the naval commission of the Argen- 
tine Republic in London, and made a 
close study of European methods.— 
Army and Navy Journal.

og $112, Third in order is corn, which 
produces 4,562 pounds of digestible 
substances, consuming $17 worth of 
material, and giving a balance on the 
credit side of $108 for the acre. 


These, then, are the three 
most 
efficient economic 
plants—the 
best 
workers for man. The potato Is fourth 
on tho list 
Taking $4 worth of ma^ 
terial out of the soil for each acre 
planted, It yields 4,449 pounds of di- 
gestible substances (nearly alls tarch), 
and showi a balance of $72 on the 
credit side. 
Rice gives 2.254 pounds, 
taking $5 worth from the land, and al- 
lows a balance of $45. 


Peas produce 1.864 pounds, 
draw- 
ing on the bank to the extent of $2. 
and give the farmer a clear $40 to tho 
acre. 
Carrots yield 4.198 pounds, with 
an expenditure of $17 worth of plant 
food, and show a margin of $61 to the 
good. 
Rye affords an output of 1,824 
pounds of nutrients at a cost of $10 
to the soil and furnishes a profit of 
$26. 
A crop of crimson clover with- 
draws from the land hardly more than 
one-twentieth of tho quantity of valu- 
able material consumed by timothy. 


The greatest of all starch producers 
Is the Jerusalem artichoke, which In 
this respect Is away ahead of the po- 
tato, 
For each acre of land it yields 
a greater quantity of nutrients than 
the potato by considerably more than 
one-third.

ly remarked. 
Even this production 
was small compared with that of the 
present day. 
In 1910, according to 
the report on cement by Ertieit F. 
Burchard of the United States geo- 
logical survey, the production of Port 
land cement reached the enormous to- 
tal of 76.549,951 barrels, with a value 
of $68,205,800. 


This is equivalent to 12.986.152 long 
tons, valued at $5.25 a ton. It is an in 
crease over the output for 1909 of 11, 
558,520 barrels, or nearly 18 per cent., 
and an increase in value of $15.347, 
446, or more than 29 per cent. 
This 
increase alone is greater than the to- 
tal output of Portland cement in 1900. 
In addition to Portland cement there 
was also produced last year 1,139.239 
barrels of natural cement and 95.951 
barrels of puzzolan cement, a total of 
77.785,141 barrels. 


The price of Portland cement in 1910 
was as low as 73 cents 
a barrel in 
some placées, 
the average 
for 
the 
United States being 89.1 cents a bar- 
rel. 
In 1890 the average 
price 
was 
over $2 a barrel, and as late as 1903 it 
was $1.24 a barrel. 


Mr. Burchard remarks that meas- 
ured by the capital invested the ce- 
ment industry Is one of the world's 
three great extractive industries. 
In 
capital employed it apparently far out- 
ranks the gold mining industry of the 
United States, including 
Alaska, as 
well as the copper Industry, 
Only 
coal and Iron stand ahead of It. 


The principal constituent of Port- 
land cement is limestone, and Mr. Bur- 
chard's report summarizes the most 
important limestone formations in all 
the states. 
The greatest of these are 
found In the eastern 
half 
of 
the 
United States, where there are enor- 
mous limestone deposits. 


That the manufactuer of cement Is 
an American industry is shown -by 
the fact that while our production last 
year was over 75,000.000 barrels, our 
imports were only 306.863 barrels. Our 
exports were 2.475,957 barrels.

The arrest by United States Feder 
al authorities of Gen. Bernardo Reyes 
a former member of the Diaz regim« 
In Mexico, on the charge of violating 
tho neutrality laws of the United 
States has brought prominently be- 
fore the public the efforts which ar« 
being made by Mexican refugees in 
this country to precipitate civil wai 
across the border. 
Ever since Gen. 
and President Madero succeeded in 
ridding Mexico of Diaz and ending the 
close corporation w^hich stood around 
him and which had been exploiting 
the country for its own interests there 
has been a conspiracy on foot to oust 
Madero and restore the old Diaa 
regime to power. 


The center of this conspiracy ap- 
parently has been in El Paso. Tex., 
while another junta was established 
in San Antonio, where Gen. 
Reyes 
bad taken up his quarters and where 
he w^as placed under arrest. 
Soldiers 
of fortune gathered in these places, 
dynamite in large quantities was purchased and stores of arms and ammuni- 
tion accumulated. 
It has been a well-known fact that a plot against Madero 
has been brewing and. that an attack upon Juarez was contemplated. 


The arrest of Gen. Reyes, who, however, asserts that he is not concerned 
in the movement, has aroused the Mexican government and troops are being 
massed to deal with the revolution should it break out. What Mexico chiefly 
needs is rest and it will be the aim of the United States to head off any rev- 
olution which seeks to establish a base on American soil.

As a result of H. G. Haugan's trip 
to Norway last summer, from which 
he returned to Chicago recently, the 
first steamship company to run a lino 
of ships between Norway and the 
United States was organized. At a 
banquet of ship owners in Christlanla 
some time ago Mr. Haugan showed so 
plainly the profits that could be made 
by such a steamship line as the Nor- 
wegian-American Steamship company, 
with a capital of $2,700,000, was organ- 
ized. 


Mr. Haugan'fi 
family 
always has 
been active in Norwegian affairs. His 
brother, H. A. Haughan, former presi- 
dent of the State Bank of Chicago, was 
made a knight of the Order of St. Olaf, 
the highest order of Knighthood in 
Norway, shortly before his death In 
1909. 


The formation of a shipping 
com- 
pany to take care of the trade be- 
tw^een the Scandinavian countries and 
the United States without the vexa- 
tious transshipping at an English or German port had been under considera- 
ISoa for a long time. It needed only the Indorsement of Mr, Haugan, whoso 
experience as a railroad official gave his opinion weigh, to make the company 
a fact. 


Many of the foremost men in official circles in Norway are financially inter- 
ested in the company. 
The prime minister of the kingdom, Gunnar Knudsen, 
and Christian Michaelseu, ex-prime minister, are among the largest stock 
owners. 


Mr. Haugan, while not nominally in control, has consented to take charge 
of the affairs of the new steamship line in this country, and will devote his 
time largely to this. 


LATE DOMINICAN PRESIDENT 


The assassination of President Ra- 
mon Caceres of the Dominican Re- 
public by political malcontents in 
San Domingo city as he was leaving 
the house of a friend -Where he had 
made a call, is the climax to a series 
of political tragedies with which he 
had been intimately connected. The 
first of these occurred in 1884, when 
Caceres' father was put to death by 
the order of President Heureaux be- 
cause of his supposed sympathy with 
political dissenters. 


Caceres, then a boy of ten, vowed 
vengeance. 
His father left a large 
estate and, with unlimited means at 
his disposal, young Caceres came to 
the United Slates, where he attended 
and graduated from the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, at Troy, N. Y. 
Here he met and married Lillian, the 
adopted daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
James Hakes, of that city. 
Upon the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Hakes, a few 
years later, Mrs. Caceres converted 
the property left by her parents Into cash apd accompanied her husband to 
Santo Domingo. 


The political career of Caceres began when he avenged the death of his 
father by assassinating President Heureaux on July 28, 1899. 
He was a 
partisan of Gen. Jimenez and by killing Heureaux made it possible for Jim- 
enez to obtain the presidency. 
Later Caceres became vice-president under 
President Morales and in 1905, when Morales fled the country^ Caceres was 
installed in the presidency. 


PRESENT VICEROY OF INDIA 


Lord Hardinge, the present viceroy - 
of India, being the direct representa- 
tive of the crown in the eastern em- 
pire, 
with his young and charm- 
ing wife, took rank next to their ma- 
jesties in the splendiij ceremonies and 
festivities which graced the corona- 
tion celebration at the Delhi Durbar, 
The whole of his active career has 
been spent in the diplomatic service. 
He was born in 1859, became a for- 
eign office clerk in 1880, and three 
years afterward was appointed third 
secretary at Madrid, 
He served five 
years in St. Petersburg, to which 
court he was appointed in 1885. Aft- 
er two years at Constantinople! ho 
was for a time charge d'affaires at 
Bucharest. He saw further 
service 
Cairo and Zanzibar, and was min- 
er at Teheran from li»00 to 1905, 
•om Teheran he vent to Brusselfl, 
d from there was appointed viceroy 
succession to the Earl of Minto, 
He went to India with the prestige 
a great name, being a descendant of a former governor general under the 
St India company, who was rewarded by a viscounty and a hand^o^^e p^n- 
^U for most distinguished servicea in the Grett Sikh war.

COURTS FOR LABOR

Tribunals Where Employers and 
Workingmen Are Judges—Jur- 
isdiction Over Contracts. 


SYSTEM HAS PROVED VALUE 


Disputes 
Quickly 
Decided 
by 
Thia 
Method—CoEt of Bringing Suits la 
Kept to a Minimum In Every 
Way That Can Be 
Devised. 


A study of the 
Industrial 
courts 
of 
Prance, 
Germany, 
Switzerland, 
by Helen U Sumner, 
Ph, ' D., 
Is 
a feature of 
Bulletin 
98, 
Bureau 
of Labor, Department of 
Commerce 
and Labor. 
Such courts, although un- 
used in 
English-speaking 
countries, 
aro common on 
tho 
Continent 
of 
Iturope. 
They arc designed to meet 
the needs of workingmen who fre- 
quently. feel that in their relations with 
their employers they aro the victims 
of small Injustices and 
impositions, 
none of them individually, 
perhaps, 
worth the trouble and expense of an 
ordinary oult at law, but in the aggre- 
gate causing much bitterness and un- 
rest. 


To meet the 
Ettuatlon 
industrial 
courts are made easy of approach, pro- 
ceedings are swift and Informal, fees 
and expenses are reduced to a mini- 
mum, a lawyer's services are unneces- 
sary and in some cases even forbidden, 
and a persistent effort is made 
to 
bring the contestants to an agreement 
rather than to Impose upon ihem a for- 
mal decision. Their jurisdiction is lim- 
ited to cases between employers and 
Korkingmen arising out of their labor 
eon tract. 


In general the courts 
consist 
of 
Judges Who are themselves employers 
and woiklngmen, elected In each case 
by their own class. 
In France half 
, ».the judges are employers 
and 
half 
t'wprUlngmen; in case of a deadlock a 
Justice of the peace may bo called up- 
on to give the deciding vote, but this 
Is very rarely necessary. 
' 
An important feature of the Indus- 
trial courts is their rapidity of action. 
,The French law provides penalties for 
Judges who fall to settle a case within 
,four months. 
As a rule 
cases 
are 
brought to an end within two weeks 
at the most, the majority being set- 
tled at the first hearing. 
In Germany 
In J90S only 267 cases 
lasted 
three 
months or over, and the overwhelming 
majority were concluded In Jess than 
two weeks. 
In Switzerland there is 
the same Insistence upon speed. 
In 
Zurich in 1900 there were 941 disputes 
settled without judgement, of which 
7GS were concluded in less than eight 
<iays 
after 
the 
complaint 
was 
brought. 
In 112 cases judgment was 
given, and more than half of these 
•were ended in less than 14 days. 


The cost of bringing a suit before 
these courts is very slight. 
Parties 
usually argue their own cases and a 
lawyer's services aro nover necessary. 
Court fees are very small. 
In France 
none are paid if the amount in dispute 
Is less than 20 francs ($3.86). In Ger- 
many no fees are charged If tho par- 
ties reach a voluntary agreement; if a 
Judgment is given, fees are graded ac- 
cording to the amount Involved. 
In 
disputes over amounts loss than 100 
marks ($23 80), rees range from 1 to 
3 marks (23.8 to 71.4 cents).

EXPENDING THE SAIVIE ENERGY 


Proof That the Typewriter 
Operator 
and the Coalhcaver Exert Equal 
Amount of Force. 


It does not appear to many that the 
girl operating a typewriter does heavy 
physical labor when compared with 
the coalheaver who Is shoveling con- 
stantly, but this is one of the many 
Instances In which superflclal appear- 
ances are deceptive, as a comparison 
of the force expended by the two will 
show. 


The heaver may be credited with 
handling one ton of coal an hour, or 
eight tons a day, plus the weight of 
his shovel. 
Adding tho shovel to his 
17.920 pounds of coal, he expends 
about 20.000 pounds of energy. 


For each key struck on the 
type- 
writer there la 
an 
expenditure 
of 
something over three ounces of en- 
ergy, or, say one pound to the average 
word. 
A fair operator will average 
1,500 words an 
hour, 
or, 
in eight 
hours. 12,000 words—12.000 pounds of 
energy. 
To throw over the carriage 
for each new line requires on an aver- 
age three pounds of force. 
Twelve 
thousand words will make a 
thou- 
sand lines, so there are 3,000 pounds 
of energy to be added to the 12,000, 
making 15.000 pounds of energy ex- 
pended—which compares pretty well 
with the stoker's 20.000, all things con- 
siclered. A really fast operator would 
push the expenditure of energy up to 
25.000 pounds, or more. 
Under these 
circumstances it can plainly be seen 
that the person who is sitting down 
all day expends Just about as much 
energy as the hard working laborer In 
performing^hls or her daily work, for 
it Is said that figures will not lie.

Why do not more corporations, es- 
pecially public service corporations, 
adopt the great economies that lie in 
the "tear-off-thls-stub" system of re- 
ceipting bills? 


The principle of this business re- 
form is that "the check is the 
re- 
ceipt;" therefore, both parties might 
as well use it as a receipt and save 
trouble and expense. 
The way this 
Is done Is to have a stub on every 
bill, which may be torn off and sent 
back to the home office accompanied 
by the check. 
The bill Itself may be 
inscribed by 
the 
payee 
with 
the 
check number and filed away. 
This 
gives an itemized record of his 
ac- 
count, while the canceled voucher la 
his receipt 


This is the payer's side of it. 
He 
"cleans up" the payment of his bill in 
a single transaction. 
-Ho does not 
have to check up to see whether the 
receipted bill is returned to him, as 
of old. 
Tho whole affair is ended. 


On the side of the payee the advan- 
tage would seem to be greater. 
Ap- 
parently It is a little matter to send 
out receipted bills. 
But when a cor- 
poration has 250,000 or 450,000 custom- 
ers, who have to have bills 
every 
month, the cutting out of every gen- 
eral expense means a tremendous sav- 
ing. 


For the expense of a letter Is not, 
as we commonly think, simply that of 
a two-cent stamp. 
One 
large 
cor- 
poration recently figured that Its let- 
ters, 
including 
stenographer's 
sal- 
ary, cost it 25 cents apiece. 
Even 
this rate is said to be low, 
A "di- 
vision" headquarters where the cor- 
respondence was not so heavy figured 
the rate at one dollar. 


Of course the "stub" system could 
not be made 
compulsory. 
Possibly 
many corporations could not use It at 
all. owing to the uniform use of cash 
payments among its customers. 
It 
can only apply to accounts paid 
by 
check. 


But even Its uncompulsory and par- 
tial introduction might be well worth 
while. Ono public service corporation 
In New York which suggested it to its 
check-using patrons found that 
70,- 
000 patrons took advantage of it. At 
two cents per letter saved this would 
mean a monthly saving of $1,400; at 
25 cent^ it would mean $17,500.

SANDWICHES. 


When there are several slices of 
fresh bread left from a meal, It Is 
often wiser to make, them into sand- 
wiches at once and serve them the 
same day than put them in the bread 
box and overlook them 
until 
dry. 
Sandwiches will keep fresh and pal- 
atable If put into a dish and covered 
with a damp cloth, and a plate to keep 
In the fnolsture. 
Many little dainty 
bits may be used to fill these sand- 
wiches. 


Cooked chicken livers chopped and 
mixed with melted butter, a little lem- 
on juice, cayenne, salt and chopped 
olives. 
This filling Is good without 
olives and resembles pate de fols gras. 


Moisten flaked smoked 
white 
fish 
with butter, add chopped pickles, sea- 
son with mustard paste and a dash of 
cayenne; used as a filling for white 
bread sandwiches. 


Another—Finely minced salmon and 
cucumber mixed "with salad dressing. 


Finely minced celery and chopped 
peanuts mixed with salad dressing. 


Sardine 
Sandwiches,—Remove 
the 
skin and bones from sardines, mash 
them to a paste 
with 
hard-cooked 
egg yolk; season with salt, pepper and 
a little lemon Juice. 


Cheese Sandwiches,—Equal quanti- 
ties of grated 
cheese 
and 
butter 
creamed together. 
Spread on bread 
and sprinkle with minced water cress. 


Mix.together chopped nuts, and rais- 
ins and a little lemon 
Juice. 
Heat 
through, let cool and spread on gra- 
ham crackers. 
Press together lightly 
and put into a moderate oven to crisp. 


Orange marmalade makes nice fill- 
ing for sandwiches. 


Cream cheese and chopped cherries 
is another good filling.

LEFT-OVER FISH. 


Cold cooked fish may be served In 
as acceptable a dish as It was in the 
fresh state. 
Any ^blts of fish In too 
small quantities to use alone are an 
addition to a salad of potato or other 
vegetable salads. 


Mock Lobster,—Melt a tablespoonful 
of butter in 
a saucepan 
or 
chafing 
dish, add a cup of stewed tomatoes, 
one and a half cups of fish shredded, 
two tablespoonfuls of crumbs, a table- 
poonful of butter, salt, paprika and 
a little Worcestershire sauce. 


Baked Fish In Pepper Cases,—Care- 
fully remove the skin and bones from 
any baked fish and season with salt, 
pepper 
and 
onion 
juice. 
Mix 
with 
an 
equal 
quantity 
of 
left- 
over 
stuillng, 
or 
coarse 
crumbs, 
moistened 
with 
butter. 
The 
mix- 
ture should be quite moist, 
if 
not, 
add a little milk. 
Cut lengthwise as 
many sweet green peppers as needed, 
remove the seeds, parboil five minutes 
and fill with the fish. Put into a ba- 
king pan, surround with hot water or 
fish stock and cook until the cases are 
soft but not broken. 


Fish Loaf,—Flake the remnants 
of 
any baked fish. To two cups of fish 
add one cup of the stuifing, or ono cup 
of bread crumbs moistened with melt- 
ed butter and ono beaten egg. 
Sea- 
son -with salt, pepper and parsley or 
minced pickle. 
Turn into a buttered 
mold, place in hot water and' cook in 
a moderate ovien for half an hour, tin- 
mold on a hot platter and sex've with 
a white sauce, adding a few cooked 
peas or two hard-cooked eggs chopped. 


Fish and mushrooms is a combina- 
tion liked by many. 


Fish hash and fish balls are other 
dishes which may easily bo prepared 
from cold fish.

FRUIT. 


Ripe fruit is so perishable that a 
large supply should never be bought 
An orange that shows signs of soften- 
ing is not fit for food. It should never 
be canned or preserved. 
Perfectly 
fresh fruit Is the only safe kind to can. 


Jf there is ^ small dish of canned 
fruit with Juice, rub the fruit through 
a sieve, thicken with cornstarch and 
sweeten if necessary, and use as a 
Eauce for puddings. 


Bits of fruit, either fresh or .canned. 
If put through a sieve may be added 


to ice cream when partly frosen, or 
poured over it as a sauce when it la 
served, 


A small amount of fruit may be 
stirred into muffins or small cakes be- 
fore baking. 
Often fresh fruit. If » 
small quantity, Is allowed to spoil be- 
cause there 
is 
not 
enough to 
go 
around. 
Two or more kinds may be 
mixed together very acceptably as a 
salad or fruit to serve as a dessert 
with cake. 


Fruit Whip,—Put a little crushed 
sweetened fruit in lemonade glasses, 
fill up with sweetened whipped cream 
and serve as an evening dessert with 
light cakes. 


Emergency Salad.—Cut à few bits 
of cheese into neat cubes; chop six or 
eight olives. 
Break a few English 
walnut meats In pieces, a few grapes, 
seeds and skins removed; a banana 
and orange, a sour pickle cut in thin 
slices. Mix all together and fill apple 
cups. Cut the stem end off carefully, 
scoop out the pulp and fill with the 
salad after mixing with mayonnaise 
dressing. 
Put on the lid and serve 
on a paper dolley covered plate. 


Lemon Cupa for Dreaalnga or Cock- 
talla.—When making lemonade save 
the best halves by putting them Into 
cold water. 
In this way they will 
keep for several days, and are nice 
to use for hard sauce receptacles or 
cocktails or fish sauces; any number 
of ways may be thought of to use 
them. 


Lemons may be prepared^nto lemon 
sirup and kept indefinitely and are al- 
ways ready for a quick, cold drink. 
To a cup of water add a half cup of 
sugar and a cup of lemon Juice; boil 
for ten minutes and bottle for use. 
Keep In a cool place.

Fi^wera to Be Planted In Grounds 
of County Home. 


Shade 
trees, 
ornamental 
shrubs, 
hedges and flowers, arranged by 
a 
landscape architect, are to beautify 
the grounds 
surrounding 
the 
new 
Jackson County Home, says the Kan* 
sas City Star. 
The contract for the 
work calls for about fifty hard maple 
and elm trees, to be three or four 
Inches In diameter at tho time they 
are planted; six hundred shrubs, one 
hundred climbing rosea and clematis 
vines, forty-ont hundred hedge plants 
and several beds of peonies, cannai 
and phlox. 


The trees will be distributed about 
the grounds and between

KILLED IN AUTO 


CRASH INTO HOUSE. 


Columbia —Crashing into a toll-houeo 
with eucb force that the buildin^ii was 
moved 18 inchefl froQi its foundations and 
the auto Bmashcd, E. Nevin Crist, eon of 
W. E. Crist, the bublieher of the Daily 
News, was killed almost outright in an 
early Tuesday morniuj^ motoring tragedy, 
in which three companions barely escap- 
ed the same face. A steep descent, a skid 
and a roadside ditch were the elements 
that brought about the fatality. Of Crist's 
companions. Filbert Stair, also of this 
place, was seriously injured, his right leg 
being fractured and he eastained internal 
injuries; Miss Minnie Boyd, of Columbia, 
was severely cut about thu legs, while 
Miss Anna Fleckenstein, also a reeident 
here, who was sitting with Crist, escaped 
with a few ecratchee about the face. Tbe

Miss Boyd followed liim in his flight, al- 
so landing in the room. Young Crist was 
thrown 30 feet, and was found on his 
hands, knees and head, in the road, his 
skull fractured. He died almost instant- 
ly. 
Miss Flejkenstine, who was on the 
seat with young Crist, escaped with the 
least injury.

is a poison? 


"In nearly all our condiments wc 
eat poison. The oils of nutmeg, cloves 
black pepper, cinnamon, peppermint 
carraway. horseradish,

these days of complex feeding. Arsenic 
Is a very common ingredient in beer, 
Jam, sweets, etc., made with 
glucose 
Fortunately, the liver acts more 01 
less as a filter and saves us from seri 
ous consequences."—St. Louis Globe-
